, , Sik graduates students were presented with the problem . 
of Evaluating the pamphlet, Family Tours of Michiana . edited ^ 
by Charles R."DuVall, Ph.D. 

In writing the paper the steps ver^ to- define .the problem 
and to do research on other pamphlelts of this type and related 
articles.

was constructing and evaluating an effective instrument to \ 
determine the success of the pamphlet. . .Because of this, time 
was spent researching ways of constructing questionnaires. 
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The next step was writing the questionnaire and accompanying 
cover letter ('see Append^ A). It was felt that the cover , 
letter and follow-up letter should be v^itten in such a way^ 
that the public would want to respond.. Decisions had .to be. 
made as to what would go intp the questionnaire such as» bac]|^- 
ground information about the respondents and how their free 
time and- vacations 'Wfere spent; Since it was impossible to . 
include all of the places listed in the Family Tours of Mich^ana 
booklet a Bampling had to be chosen. It was also decided that 
open-ended '/qjfiest ions should be included to' enable recipients 
to express their opinions. The questionnaire was then key- 
numbered and mai/led to three groups'i (-1) the request list from 
Making - Memory . (2) the people who requested it from The 
National Bank^and 'frust' Co. , and (3) the Newcomers list.

Importartce of the study > Two graduate classes,, one in 
a Community Resource Workshop arid the other in Introduction 
to Research have spent a considerable amount' of time gather-\ 
ing and compiling infomnation j,nto a boSklet' now called 
Fa"^ily Tours of Michiana . Because of the number^ of requests 
tha't^were made for this kind of information, when* it was no^ 
more th^n mime^^raph sheets of^paper, it was felt that, there 
must be a cjeniand. So th;^ work began and the booklet was 
written and printed, to be^ distributed as a free piece of

Though the Michiana area is rich in historic^nd scenic ' 
places of interest, many of these places are not visited be- 
ca^use^ the^esidents are not aware of them.

The' development, of Family Tours, of Michiana c'an^be traced i 
back to 1970 when the first form of.th% booklet was compiled 
byithree graduate students, Reta Robertson, Marcia Abernathy, 
and Martha, Conrad then enrolled in the Community Resource 
y^arkshop taught by Charles R.^DuVall and Donald WXTruex. ^ 
.Their paper was entitled "Making A Memor^y". 'The group of 
st-u^ents-, all of whom were teachers in the, Michiana area, felt 
there was a'ne^d to expose children to local ^histortbal sites 
and information. They also wanted, to enlarge the children's . 
.vocabularies and . their background -.of experience. There had been 
many requests from parents as to -where they could take 'their 
■families, especially on weekends. . The parents asked for ' 
Suggestions /as to places, they could visit-econipmically as a . ^ 
family. In. addition ^^.these reasons, Martha Abernathy . had a . 
more personal interest,' hef husband is. a descendant of Mich- ^

The group'' researched the types of^hofties knd tours avail- 
able and compiled a directory from whic^i parents could choose. 
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••Making .A Memory** which evolved from this project was 
passed out to mtmbers of the Community B^esource class and 
was^ al^o used in conjunction with P.T.A. workt A letter from 
Drt DuVall to Action Line in response to a request from a 
member of the ccJInmunity triggered the taking of the Family 
Tours of Michiana booklet. In his letter, Dr. DuValT informed , 
them that interested persons could obtain a copy of ••Making 
A Memory** by sending money for' postage to Indiana University"^, 
Scuth Bend. Because of "the Action Line letter, Dr. DUVall 
and Riarcia' Conrad were invited to appear on Hoftemakers Time 
to give sf^ slide presentation. ,This 'was^ also picked up in the 
Elkhart Truth.

Several methods of pijomoting the booklet were 
used, including an advertisement in the South Bend Tribune 
sponsored by the baJik, copies were placed in the branch bai7ks, 
and copies were sent f^e of charge to all Who requested thera.

Action Linesfwas again contacted by a community member re- 
questing a source of information about the Michiana area.

soon became evident that one of the most -difficult jobs was \ 
finding ways to gather data and evaluate the results. Jn the 
book Methods " of Research , it states -that the questionnaire is 
a major instrument in gathering' data. According to the same 
source, the questionnaire is most often used when there are 
too many people to interview persoifally. Th^s was the case 
faced in the project. 
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Kephart and Bressler in their article ^'inc.reasing the 
Responses to {Tail .Questionnkires: - A Research Study" r said 
that the "questionnaire has come ^to be favored by m^iny social 
scientists for ^asons of expediency!' cases can be procured 
more quickly, more abundantly and more cheaply, than when 
the personal interview is employed", (Kepharti 123) It was

Asking irrelevant questions or questions that could be 
answered somewhere else should be -avoided. There are two kinds 
"of questions to be used, the "closed- form" and the "open-end" . 

(VJebbtl90) .The "closed- form" fere used for defir^te 
classification, where as the, "open-end" question is used to 
find out attitudes, report^' de-tails and events without restric- 
tions.

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Analysis of Questionig , T^^e make-up of the questinnaire 

6jan be divided into sections the first seotion is questions^ 

1 and 2 dealing with residency and family'^size. The gen^eral 
information learned from these questions was four fold. First i 
the qu^tions allowed the respondent to ease into 'the study. 

' SecorKily^ they gave ^ clue to the needs of the thr^ groups. 

■ ' ' ' ' 
examined. tJroup'l and 2 disclosed „a need of different ^ypes 

of places to vj.sit\ due to their years o/'residency , and family- 
size, while Group 3 appeared to^ choose sights that were les^ 
expensive, possibly due 'to the nutnber of members in their 
family. Third,' the portion of iT^fe spent in residence in 
this area provided a clue as to the respondents general know- 
ledge of the Michiana area. It was the supposition that, those 
with longer habitation here would use the booklet a^ a. more , 
thorough guide of places of »interest, or .entertainment". Last, ^ 
it was also concluded that in the case of roup 3. there was

need for becoming acquainted with their' new environment. 
' ' An interesting observation should be npted in Regard to 
tha' residency of Groups .1 and as 7095 and 76% respectively 
have resided eleven, or more yea^s in this area. No such com-*-" 
pari son can be made for Gjroup 3 because It should be realized 
a's newcomers to thei ?irea, , that they have not had .time- %o es- 
tablish an eleven year residency, as only 12?5 of the population- 
had in fact reached that plateau. This does not, however, take 
into. consideration those newcomers who might have lived here 



previously and* have* now returned to 
eleven years plus. . ^ 

Family size, though of small importa/ice In the mind of 
the respondent, was of significance to the study. Similarity, 
can be seen in comparing number of 63?5 for Group 1, respond- 
ing as having 2 to ^ member families, and Group 2 with 65^. 
Since family size does inhibit, in our time, those things 
available to do monetarily, it was imagined that those with 
smaller families would .be able to visit .the more, distant and 
expensive listings^ Again Group 3 was different as they dis- 
played a return showiijig from 3 to 6 members. As before, 
it might be assumed that Group 3 w^ould visit the greater 
variety of places on the basis of expense, due to their family 
size. For specifics and all percentages refer* to^ Tables 2 and

*In compiling data such as- this, it is always interesting 
to note the willingness of the respondent to return to a site. 
Of the 50 places listed, ^little more than 26% of} these places 
showed that B0% of the respondents were willing to return at 
a future time. The location receiving the hi^est ratine: was 
the South 3end Art' Center with 88^, -of the 66 responden-ts saying 
yes. There were three significant sites that families did not 
wish to revisit. The poorest area was the Site of Old Fort 
Beane, which lacked visitation in the first place and had only 
■22% of the responding-.population willing to return. Next was 
the Powell House this site had shown the Doorest rating by 
those visitinE, but there was 27% wHo would return. The biehest 
of the three was the Mossberg Houge with 29%i it also had a ^ 
low number of visitors. ^ 

When examining th'e sites listed to find a tr^nd in places 
visited by each group, we find there is^none. This may indi- 
cate tjiat the rt^oups .examined, represented a general cross-, 
section of the touring families interested in^ their local 
area.

Summary t The problem of this study was to assess the 
effec|^fveness .ot the bookle*t, Family Tours of Michiana , This 

.booklet was compiled by a group of graduate students of Ind- 
iana University of |outh,Bend arid edited by Charles 'r.- DuVall, 

^associate professor of Education. The main purpose of this 
study was to determine the nymber of sites visited as listed 
in the booklet. Another purpose -was to gather information on 
the importance of the various places listed. ' ' .

Historical Background . It was felt necessary to find the 
' steps taken by the two previous classes who had gathered perti- 
nent material that had subsequently evolved as Family Tours of 
Michiana. Members of Ijoth -graduate classes were interviewed, 
other individuals were .also interviewed because it was felt 
that their knowledge was iirtportant to the development of the

Related Literature . A review of related literature re- 
vealed that other studies Of this kind had not be«ft-conducted. 
Therefore this study included^ informatiorp ^ field trips and ^ 
family-: tours.. Information was found concerning family trips 
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and tours, but nothing could be f|gnd|reyting to a survey on 
this type of study.

used today to a much greater extent than in^the pW. 

Some review of literature was done on the development if . 
a questionnaire as it was*the instrument to be used to evaluate-'/ 
this booklet. 

f^^ethodology' . An instrument was designed by using both 
open-ended and closed que^^tions. A total of :|66 questionnaires 
were sent out. These Vere divided into threi| groups. Group 
one includ^ those who received the boo'klet^from IUSB5 Group 
two received it from The First National Bank, and Graup three 
received through the Newcomer's Club. The replies were analyzed 
in percentages to determine the\length of time, the respondents 
were residents in the area, and frequency of visits made by 
respondents.
